Under lowering skies betokening the tra- 
ditional picnic weather, the hosts of la- 
bor marched in proud ; array through 
BSireets teeming with spadctators and out 
to Concordia Park, where the afternoon 
and evening picnic was to be held. 

It was the biggest Labor Day parade in 
the history of St. Louis. 

A count made at Broadway and Olive 
Street shuwed there were 979 men in the 
parade. 

At ten minutes past Ilo'’clock the head 
of the long procession moved north on 
Twelfth Street, from the forming point at 
Market street Mounted policemen pre- 
ceded the gfand marshall and his aids, ©. 
P. Connolly, John Grant, David Kreviing 
and A. J. Flory, who sat their horses 
like cavalry veterans. 

In ten great divisions the procession aug- 
mented, the various labor union bodies fall- 
ing in from the side streets, and the long 
line of men, marching four abreast, pre- 
Sented a fine appearance as it wheeled into 
Washington avenue 

The broad expanse of Twelfth street was 
crowded with spectators Onlooking hu-

PROCLAMATION OF ANNEXATION 


ISSUED SATURDAY, SEPT. 1, BY 
LORD ROBERTS. 


Rise and Fall of the South Africin 
Home of Freedom and Review 
of the War. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Transvaal Repub- 
lic is dead. It passed with the tssuance of 
a proclamation by Lord Roberts last Satur- 
day, formally annexing the territory of the 
Transvaal to Great Britain. Robert's dis- 
natch under date of Sept. bs says: 


warrant of July 4, proclamations. announc- 
Ming that the Transvaal will henceforth form 
a part of her majesty'’s dominions,’ 


The Transvaal was founded in 1836 by the 
Dutch, who were dissatisfied with English 
rule in Cape Colony. After many vicissi- 
tudes and several wars - with England. the 
Transvaal became Known to the nations of 
the world as the South African Republic, 
following the convention of 1881. : ° 

The power of numbers won the victory 
for Great Britain in South Africa. The 
appalling thing that this victory stands for 
in the Boer heart and mind—ts liberty lost. 

The great meaning of the war is that it 
definitely settles the dominion over all 
South Africa. It means ruin to the Boer 
hopes of a Dutch federation of all South 
African states and practical realization of 
Cecil Rhodes’ old dream of a united South 
Africa under English rule. 

For both nations it has meant thousands 
of mourning homes, and for both greas 
deeds of personal valor. For the Boers there 
is undying glory in the heroism of. their 
citizen soldiery. If the one name of Paar- 
deburg, where Cronje made his desperate 
stand, should alone survive, it would hold 
its place forever in the world’s military an- 
nals. 

The war itself falls naturally into a num- 
ber of periods which mark the ebb and 

, of its victories, They may not be de- 

easily with dhys of the calendar as 

but they are marked, not only by 

the progress of armies, but by the surge of 

national feeling in the British isle, as well 
as in the far-off Transvaal. 


Beginning in early October there was first 
a time of British concentration and of Boer 
advances into British territory, through 
Laing's Nek toward Ladysmith _In tae 
southeast and toward Kimberley and Mafe- 
king on the west. By the end of the month 
in three main places the British gurrisons 
were invested, and the great battle trage- 
dies had begun. 

Then followed three months and a half. 
November, December, January and part of 
February—in which the fighting was all on 
British soil.

The final stage began with the relief of 
Kimberley in the middle of February. it 
brought about, one after another, the sur- 
render of Cronje, the rellef of Ladysmith, 
the setzure of Bloemfontein, the relief of 
Mafeking and the entrance of the British 
into Johannesburg and Pretoria, and the 
flight of President Kruger 

While the war is still going on, It can 
have but one result, as the republic has 
passed out of existence

The wrecked train consisted of 10 day 
coaches and was the first section of a large 
excursion, made up of people from Bethle- 
hem, Allentown and surrounding towns, to 
Atlantic City. This section carried only 
those persons who lived in Bethlehem and 
Allentown, and left the Union Depot in 
Bethlehem at 6:05 a. m., exactly 35 minutes 
behind the milk train. The latter train 
consisted of two milk cars and two passcn- 
ger coaches. 

At 6:54 the milk train drew up at the milk 
platform at Hatfield, and in less than two 
minutes the special excursion train, run- 
ning at the rate of 35 miles an hour. crashed 
into the rear of;sthe milk train. The loco- 
motive plowed through the two passenger 
coaches and crushed them as if they were 
eggshells. The milk car immediately in 
front was also badly wreck@d. Four per- 
sons, Godfrey Kaelin, his daughter Mamie, 
Harold Landis and William Blackburn, on 
the passenger car of the milk train, were 
almost instantly killed.

The Germans formally demanded for 
themselves all the buildings and grounds of 
the camp of the United State troops, ex- 
plaining that these will be needed by the 
large German forces soon to arrive. 

As the American camp lies in the Ger- 
man concession, the demand will probably 
be complied with, and a new camp for 
the United States troops will be established 
outside ‘the city. 

Abundant supplies are now arriving and | 
all that is necessary is being rapidly for- , 
warded to Pekin. 

It is understood here that United States | 
Minister Conger insists that Li Hung Chang | 
shall be allowed to proceed to Pekin for a 
conference. 


LOOTING GENERAL IN PEKIN 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Standard prints a 
dispatch dated Tien Tsin, Aug. %, saying 
that after the relief of the legations Gen. 
Gaselee, on the suggestion of Sir Claude 
McDonald, the British minister, raided the 
carriage park and seized the state vehicles 
and chairs and also a quantity of silver 
that was buried there. 

Gen. Gaselee has withdrawn his restric- | 
tions regarding looting, like the other com- 
manders, but insists that the looting shall | 
be orderly and that the proceeds be pooled 
for the common benefit. 

The present situation jn the capital ap- 
pears to be one of stagnation. *The generals 
are inclined to give the Chinese a chance 
to surrender and not to destroy valuable 
property. 

An epidemic of sulcide has broken out 
among the Chinese in Pekin. Families of 
eight and ten persons are destroying them- 
selves, meneraliy by hanging. 

The imperial city has been formally di- 
vided in writing among the powers, but it 
has not yet been occupied. It is reported 
that the troops of one power have already 
entered and begun looting. 

It is stated that the Dowager Empress 
has sought the protection of Lu, governor 
of Shansi and ex-governor of Shantung. Lu 
is believed to have put to death 51 mission- 
aries. It is stated that he so informed the 
Empress a while ago.

HOW IT CAME TO BE BUILT IN 
THREE WEEKS. 


THE TASK SEEMED IMPOSSIBLE. 


Even Barney Schreiber Considered the 
Attempt to Build It in That 
Time a Foolish One. 


Nothing was talked of in turf circles on 
Sunday but the opening of the Kinloch 
Park Jockey Club’s‘race meeting. 

The general public look on the feat just 
accomplished by the builders of the new 
race course as a piece of very lively en- 
terprise, with the chase after the ever 
nimble dollar as the main end in view. 

As a matter of fact, however, there tis 
much sentiment back of the new venture 
and beside the cold business proposition the 


new race course means almost everything 
to that large class of racehorse owners who 
live in St. Louis and who prefer racing 
their horses at home to going elsewhere. 


To tho business man or to the occasional 
visitor to the race course nothing is visible 
but the outside of the racing world. 

But to those who depend on the races for 
a living the new track means oats and hay 
for the horses, clothing for the young and 
old folks, business for the farrier, the sad- 
dier and even for the farmer, who raised 
the oata the corn and those other things 
that mo lo make the life of the horse and his 
owner worth living. 


To-day the racehorse industry is as ‘legiti- 
mate as any other: Millions are invested in 
it. But in. recent years there have been too 
few race tracks for the number of thorough- 
breds in training. 

ive weeks ago a serious condition con- 
fronted owners of horses 2. raced at 
the St. Louis Fair Grounds. The meeting 
there was nearing its end and owners there 
commenved looking around for some other 
Place at which to race their horses. 

They applied for stabling at the Chicago 
tracks, but were told that they were filled 
to overfiowing. They went Fast and found 
the same state of affairs existing there. 


A serious condition confronted the local 
horsemen. The end of the St. Louis meet- 
ing and the crowded condition of the other 
racecourses seemed likely to deprive all own- 
ers here of the chance of obtaining a live- 
lihood with their horses. 

The Breeders’ Bill Law, which .governs 
racing in this state, and which permits 
only days’ racing in one year on each 
track, made the slosineg of the Fair Grounds’ 
mecting imperative. 

The one way out of the wilderness was 
to build a new racecourse and for it to be 
of real use it must be completed,so that it 
would be ready to race over at the close of 
the Fair Grounds’ meeting. 

Horsemen and others, who saw what was 
in store for them, unless quick action was 
taken, requested friends to step in the 
breach and heip themiout of their impend- 
ing difficulties. 

00 Lucas, himself a horse-owner, 
Louis Lemp, a stanch friend of the thor- 
oughbred, Tom Connor, who loves a race- 
horse as he does his life, Ed Butler, the 
big-hearted village blacksmith, who is al- 
Ways willing to help a good cause along; 

hil Chew, the owner of lands at Kin- 
och; John 5S. Bratton and Bill 
horsemen to the ‘manor born, and a 
Other good fellows, drove deep into their 
pockets, furnished the sinews of war and 
men who have grown gray in the service 
of the racecourse did the rest. 

Out of the efforts of these men came 
in three weeks a fully equipped mile 
course.

LWE TURF GOSSIP 


RACING NEWS FROM ALL POINTS 
OF THE COMPASS. 


AMERICAN VS. ENGLISH JOCKEY. 


On Paper the “Yankee’”’ Methods of 
Riding Are Superior to the 
English. 


Never before in the history of the turf in 
Missouri has the racing game had a more 
brilliant future than now. On Saturday the 
Kinloch Jockey Club was formally launched 
and the liberal patronage the opening day 
proves conclusively that St. Louis can well 
support two turf congress courses. 

The 90-day law which the Fair Grounds 
run to the limit has not given the follow- 
ers of ‘“‘the sport of kings’' in St. Louis 
sufficient sport for a year and there is 
little doubt that the Kinloch course will 
be a success. 

Hawthorne will soon close its gates and 
St. Louis will become the Mecca of all 
turfmen wo intend shipping to California 
for the winter campaign. 

In 1901 St. Louis will be given 180 days of 
racing. The length of the two meetings 
should prove sufficient attraction for the 
horse owners of the West.and South. Then 
again the purses at the track will be larger 
than heretofore. The clause of the turf 
congress rules which calls for $500 purses 
from tracks located in cities of over 500,000 
population will be recognized by the local 
jockey clubs and the class of horses that 
will race in St. Louis next season will be 
superior to those who were quartered here 
this meeting. 


Since the debut of Tod Sloan on an Eng- 
lish racecourse the riders in England have 
been having a hard time defending their 
claims of superior jockeyship over the 
American. The London Daily Express, one 
of the most influential papers in the sport- 
ing circles, has interviewed the leading 
turfmen across the pond, and all join hands 
declaring in favor of the methods of the 
American ‘‘knights of the pigskin.’’ 

The same newspaper has had experts 
draw a comparison between the jockeys of 
the two countries and publishes the follow- 
ing table of percentages of ‘‘placed’’ horses, 
which shows the American superiority:

LIGHTNING’S WORK 


KILLED TWO AND INJURED A 
THIRD NEGRO BOY. 


ONE WAS BADLY BURNED. 


Body of the Other Showed No Mark of 
the Bolt—Church and Several 
Houses Struck.

PINE BLUFF, Ark., Sept. 3.—Lightning 
did destructive work in this neighborhood 
Sunday during a heavy rainstorm, which 
occurred in the middle of the day. On the 
Allis place, five miles east of the city, two 
young negro boys, Abe Shelby, Jr., and a 
companion were under a shed playing dice. 
A third negro boy was sitting near watch- 
ing the game and holding stakes. Light- 
ning struck the two boys who were shoot- 
ing and killed both instantly. The bolt 
struck Abe on the head and tore his hat 
to pieces, and went down burning his neck- 
tie and clothes and burning his body. No 


mark of any kind could be found on the 
other boy. The third boy who was watch- 
ing the game was stunned and his leg was 
burned and now is badly swollen. 

The steeple to the First Methodist Church 
was struck by lightning during the storm. 
Rev. J. A. Anderson was just beginning his 
sermon, but the services were broken up 
and the congregation hurriedly deserted the 
church. The steeple was found enveloped 
in smoke and sulphur and the fire depart- 
ment was called. They found but small 
damage and no fire. 

Several houses, among them ai saloon, 
were scorched by the lightning and the 
town flooded with rain. 


MINERS PLAN A CLEVER COUP 


Formed a Separate Organization to 
Cover Case Company Which Will 
Not Treat With United 
Mine Workers. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 3.—The Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Co. miners 
will on Tuesday next take advantage of 
their separate and exclusive organization 
to demand an increase of 10 per cent in 
wages. A committee has been appointed 
and the demand will be presented to Super- 
intendent Loomis. The action is a clever 
coup which may place the company in an 
embarrassing position. 

Tne company has always refused to recog- 
nize the United Mine Workers on the 
ground that their officials were outsiders 
and had no standing as actual workmen. 
The officials said they were quite willing 
to treat with their own employes and just 


grievances if they had any. The leaders of 
the miners cleverly planned an organization 
of their own men, to be confined to the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western em- 
ployes exclusively. They received the en- 
couragement of the comreey officials. They 
were, of course, opposed bitterly by the 
United Mine Workers, which did not want 
to lose so large a body of men, but never- 
theless a week or so ago they completed 
their organization, elected officers and 
transacted business. 

They will now demand the 10 per cent 
increase, and if it is refused the company 
will doubtless become involved in the gen- 
eral strike, which is threatened.
